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COMMONWEALTH BUREAU OF CENSUS AND STATISTICS

The estimated total employment of wage and salary earners (excluding mem- 
bers of defence forces, rural workers, and female domestic workers in private homes ) 
was 1,944,000 in November, 1941, comprising 1,411,000 males and 533,000 females. The 
corresponding figures in July, 1941 were 1,907,000 persons - 1,396,000 males and 
511,000 females, | 


The increase in the total since July, 1941 was 37,000 or 1.9 per cent.; 
males being 15,000, or 1.1 per cent. and females 22,000, or 4.3 per cent. higher. The 
increase of male employment has been affected by seasonal and casual employment. In- 
creases of 5,000 in August and 10,000 in September were followed by two months with 
practically no change in the number of males employed. Females have shown & regular 

| inerease of 5,000 to 7,000 per month. Progress figures for the end of December in- 
dicate a decrease in mele employment, partly owing to ths heavy call-up and pertly — 
owing to Laying off aftor Christmas,

The main increase in male employment during the four months July- 

November, 1944 was in munition, aircraft and shipbuilding factories, which ebsorbed 
8,278 extra men in the period, Other factories increased by 4,600 males, but as is 
pointed out below, the increase in females wes much greater, both absolutely (6,700) 
and proportionately (3.9% for females compared with 0.9% for males), Mele factory 
employment was influenced by seasonal factors, such as the ending of the sugar season 
end the subsequent decline of sugar mill employment in Queensland, The large in- 
crease in shipping and stevedoring is due to the intermittent cheracter of the work of 
ship loeding and discharging, as is indicated by the substential decline from October 
to November, Benks and insurance companies continue to dispense ith male staff, 
but othor commercial and fineanciel houses and retail stores meintein their demand for 
men, while the October-November change in the latter suggests the beginning of 4 
seasonel uplift, "11 Other" industries, which have shown 4 decline of 1.3% of their 
male employees include the less essential industries, such as privsate building, 
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professions, entertainment, etc, . ee

From July to November the most substantial increase of female employment 
was by factories. Munition and Aircraft works absorbed 2,600 extra females, and other 
factories 6,700. Government and local government services n,¢.i, showed increases of 
2,400, retail trade 4,000, and commerce and finance (including banking and insurance) 
about 3,300, Relatively, the munition and Aircraft works expanded their employment of 
females most, so that although the proportion of males to females employed by them is 
still over 5 to 1, the ratio is declining, The actual ratios July, October and November 
were 5.94 3: 13 5.41 3: 13 and 5.33 : 1, respectively, Other factories increased their 
employment from July to November by about 11,400 of whom 6,700 were females, Banks 
and insurance companies which,took 1,300 extra females used them to replace a part of 
their loss of 1,700 men, but retail trade and other commerce and finance absorbed 4,000 
and 2,000 extra females respectively. All other industries (generally the less 
essential industries) took 3,000 more females, but, on the other hand, their employment 
of males declined by 4,400,

| During the four-months period, the increases in total employment varied 
greatly between States, The differences between the States were chiefly due to dif- 
ferences in the increases of male employment, with the exception of fomales in South 
Australia and Tasmania, The higher figure for the female increase in the former State 
was predominantly due to expansion of the munitions programme, In November, femalo 


employment in Munitions, aircraft, etc, in South kustralia was relatively higher than 
that of any other State, The decline in Tesmania was caused by tho usuel seasonal

female employment were made by retail trade, banks, and.insurence companies, other com~ 
meree and financé, and government and locel government n.e.i. 


| Amongst majes, the increase in New South Wales, was due to large increases in 
factory and shipping, etc. employment, offset by a decline in building and construction. 
In Victoria a slight increase in factory employment was more than offset by declines in 
building and construction, and local government. Queensland showed no weary marked 
changes; in South sustralia, factory production was the main cause of the increase; 
and in Western australia the major part of the imerease was due to shipping stc, In 
Tasmania, building and construction and shipping etc, made substantial increases, 
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: The collected figures for Pay-Roll returns are given without any adjustment in 
the tables which ere ettachod to this summary. The totals given are those for all 
employers who send regular returns to the Taxation Departments, For the small propor 
tion of returns which are outstanding at the closing date each month, the figures of the 
previous month have been brought forward, The returns do not cover all employment, as 
Commonwealth employees are excluded, and employers who pay not more than £20 per week in 
salaries or wages do not make returns, Certain other classes of employers, principally 
religious of public benevolent institutions and public hospitals, are also exempt, The 
proportion of all employees who are included varies from State to State on account of the 
different nature of the industries in the various States; but in general, the proportion 
of employees, (other than those of the Commonwealth, and those engaged in rural indus- 
tries, and female domestics in private households), who are included in the Pay~Roll Tex 
returns is about 85 per cent, of the estimated total of males in employment, and about 
80 per cent. of the females. 


Employers were classified for “industry” according to the industry in which 
they were considered to be predominantly engaged, As some large employers engage in. 
more than one industry, 2 considerable number of employees heave been included in classes 
to which they do not strictly belong, The following tables mey be teken as indicators 


of trend from month to month, but not as a guide to the ebsolute numbers employed in 
the respective industries,
